When Premier Brownlee emerged from the silence, and 
addressed the U.F.A. convention on the wisdom of certain 
resolutions, he went farther than his usual custom. But 
direction reversed the general convention attitude on one 
of the resolutions and had distinct influence on others.

scattering of machine made goods. ‘Put money in the 
purse’ is her motto, and modest security the family aim. 
If the present economical blizzard rages unchecked, it will 
not mean the somersault of capitalism into communism, 
but a return to the French outlook of simple, self-contain¬ 
ed diversified life. *“ 

“But internationally, France does not appear so credit¬ 
ably. She uses her gold, not to stimulate foreign trade, 
but as an instrument of foreign diplomacy. Mercantile 
nations such as England and America consider gold an 
istrument to stimulate trade, and to use gold for political 
ends seems to them only another form of Prussian mili¬ 
tarism. 

The menace to world peace and civilization today is 
thus a conflict of ideals. America, England, Germany, 
Japan and Italy think in terms of trade; France in terms 
of political security and perhaps of world power. 

“But France must be wise. Her vast aviation force is 
already outmoded by speedier American and English air¬ 
planes, her navy can be sunk all too easily; Her inaptitude 
with machines, her backward skill in the making of muni¬ 
tions, would involve her in ruin. If she were pitted against 
Germany, with English and American factories no longer 
at her elbow, she would find both gold and allies of little 
value. France must try to understand the rest of the 
world. She already stands perilously near the precipice 
of world isolation. 

“We know that the Frenchman reasons more profound¬ 
ly than the Englishman, who worships common sense. The 
English and American point of view is dictated by mod¬ 
em, high speed business. For example, the French tell us 
that a written agreement (the treaty of Versailles) is 
sacred, to dishonor it is the sjn of sins. The English with 
iuick eyes on reality, believe in honoring but not worship¬ 
ping a written document. If a customer can’t pay a. note,! 
do not jump on him, but let him gain his feet. Impracti- 
cality to the Anglo Saxon, is the sin of sins

It is said that all through the Maritimes are small 
woolen mills, which make use of the wool from the im¬ 
mediate district, to turn out woolen goods for local pat¬ 
rons. Surely a similar small scale enterprise established 
here would find a ready and profitable market. It is ack¬ 
nowledged that Alberta wool is not excelled in respect 
of quality. A very important branch of farming would 
be encouraged locally, and labor provided. 

Also in the East numerous small towns have factories 
for milk products which are in great demand. Our local 
merchants’ shelves r.re stocked with canned milk products 
of various sorts. _ Vulcan farmers have in the last two 
years extended their dairying interests, with no outlet 
except by the creamery, or selling dairy butter in great 
quantities. Many otter uses may be made of milk, which 
might serve in stimulating industry and prices. 

These are only two of several enterprises which occur 
to the mind, as being practical and supplying a real need. 
Before any such undertaking can come into being how¬ 
ever, it would require that the active interest of every 
town organization should be focussed upon it.

Revenue $135.60, Hospital $107.53, and would recommend that regular Tax 
Sale procedure be followed in such cases. Special conaideration should be given to all amounts in arrears over two 
years’ levy.

BABY BEEF FED 

ON MANY FARMS 

W. I). Albright of Beaver Lodge Sta¬ 
tion Gives His Experience 

Most feeders of baby beef wean 
their calves in the autumn hut where 
a warm enough shed is available so 
that teats-will not freeze, the writer 
has found it profitable to employ the 
dam for nine or ten months instead 
of six. Through the medium of the 
udder she can convert much coarse 
feed into calf flesh and with hut little 
grain the youngsters carry along rap¬ 
idly to a ’high finish. Milk adds a 
spicy flavor to baby beef. 

Fairly good results may be had 
from pailfed cows when the skim- 
milk is suitably supplemented, as 
with flax seed, and a very easy way 
of milking is to put two calves on 
one hard-milking old cow such as 
most herds afford. The skimmed 
milk of the second calf’s dam will be 
good for the pigs. This plan can eV- 
en be followed with dairy bred steers 
which, if beefed at all should be turn¬ 
ed off before the dairy type develops. 
In May, 1929, a nine months’ pailfed 
Holstein calf realized $58 on the lo¬ 
cal market. 

Baby beef production js perhaps 
not a good system for a poor feeder. 
The calves should be kept coming 
without a reverse. Retain the calf

Speaking of Weather, Sunny and 
Dry Telia 1931 Story 


Member-of Gang Gets Twelve and 
One Half Years for Rustling. Al¬ 
berta Stockmen Approve 


Weather records have been kept at 
Lethbridge for the past 30 years and 
the Lethbridge Hefald tells the story 
of Southern Alberta. Only three 
years in the past thirty have shown 
less precipitation. They were 1904, 
1910 and 1918. i 

The average of the mean monthly 
temperatures for 1931 of 45.4 de¬ 
grees F. was the warmest yet record¬ 
ed. The nearest to this was 1908, 
with 44.0 degrees while the average 
i'or thirty years was 41.0 degrees. 
January and February were warmest 
that either of these months have 
been since records were secured, 
while all the other months of the 
year were slightly above normal ex¬ 
cept November which was below nor¬ 
mal. 

Records have been kept for twenty- 
three years of the number of hours 
of bright sunshine and 1931 holds the 
record for that time as the “sunniest” 
year with a total of 2545.8 hours, al¬ 
though the year 1928 was almost an 
exact duplicate with 2545.2 hours. 
The average for the 23 years was 
2349.6 hours. 

Only two years 1929 and 1930 have 
had less wind. The average wind ve¬ 
locity for 1931 was 10.4 miles per
